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A Great Supper Refused

Scripture setting, Luke 14:15-24. 
Text: “A certain man made a great 
supper, and bade many: And they all 
with one consent began to make ex- 
cuse,” verses 16b, 18a. 

In the beginning of this 14th chap- 
ter of St. Luke, our Lord is dining as a 
guest in the home of a chief Pharisee. 
It was on the Sabbath. A man afflicted 
with dropsy was present. Knowing that 
the people were watching Him to see if 
He would heal the man on the Sabbath 
day, He asked the question whether 
this would be lawful, and when they 
remained silent He put them a ques- 
tion as to what they would do if their 
ox fell into a pit on the Sabbath. In 
reply they held their peace because 
they could not assent and they could 
not gainsay. Our Lord answered them 
with a question that was so stated that 
it answered itself and put ‘the lawyers 
and Pharisees hopelessly on the de- 
fensive. 

In our Lord’s remarkable discourse 
on the importance of taking a humble 
place when invited to dinner, He 
showed how humiliating it would be 
to be seated in a higher position and 
then be asked to go to a lower seat 
for the purpose of giving place to one 
more important than yourself. “For 
whosoever exalteth himself shall be 
abased; and he that humbleth himself 
shall be exalted.” He also taught them 
that when they gave a feast they 
should not just invite their friends nor 
their rich neighbors, those who could 
again return the favor; but they 
should invite the poor, the maimed, 
the lame, the blind, those who were 
unable to return such a favor, and 
have them to dinner, and then he was 
to look forward to his recompense in 
the resurrection of the just. 

There was one of those who sat by 
who understood, and thus the intro- 
duction of our lesson begins with a 
man who proclaims a blessing on the 
one who eats bread in the kingdom 
of God. 

The immediate occasion of this par- 
able was the statement of one of those 
who sat with Jesus at the table of the 
Pharisee. He heard Jesus state the 
classes the host should invite to a 
feast and remarked about the blessed 
privilege it would be to eat bread in 
the kingdom of God. The thoughts 
then current among the Jews differed 
greatly to the teachings of Jesus re- 
garding the kingdom. The setting up 
of the kingdom, they thought, would 
be a national event and would be 
ushered in by a glorious festival and 
that all members of the kingdom 
would participate in the feast. But it 
is an entirely different feast that He 
sets before them—that of the gospel, 
a spiritual one. 

thoughtful but quiet observer 
noticed Christ’s humility and charity. 
Then, realizing the present degenera 
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state of things, he longed for the king- 
dom of God and expressed what a 
blessing it would be in that day to eat 
bread in the kingdom of God. He did 
not seem to speak these words in criti- 
cism or of a mocking spirit, but rather 
of a genuine outcome of the speaker’s 
admiration of the guest, so hated and 
yet so wondered at. Christ intends that 
for all who will accept Him. He prom- 
ised His disciples that they should eat 
and drink with Him in His kingdom. 
There is to be a great ae sup- 
per. All who make ready for this great 
event will be blessed, indeed. 

Jesus, on this occasion, rather ex- 
pressed His appreciation of the blessed- 
ness that will come to the man who 
eats bread in the kingdom of God. 
“Yes,” said the Master, “blessed, in- 
deed, are they who sit down at the 
heavenly feast.” What have you done 
with the invitation? There are many 
who have received it who have tossed 
it aside. The kingdom of heaven, under 
the scene of a great divine banquet, 
was a picture well-known to the Jews 
of that age. The guests in the Phari- 
see’s house, being highly cultured men, 
understood what the great banquet 
meant, how there was great prepara- 
tion for it, and that those who refused 
the invitation showed such little re- 
spect for the great man who gave the 
feast that at once they grasped the 
meaning of the parable. They knew the 
supper was heaven, and the master of 
the feast was God, and the invited 
guests were the Jews. So far Jesus was 
in complete harmony with their own 
teachings, but the parable did not turn 
out as they would have had it. 

“Sent his servant.” The word in this 
place stands not for servants collec- 
tively, but has reference very definite- 
ly to one servant. The vocator, accord- 
ing to the Oriental usage, repeats the 
invitation as soon as the feast is pre- 
pared, in order to make it known to 
them when they should appear and, 
of course, receiving this call, those who 
did not come would be considered 
causing a great offence to the one giv- 
ing the feast. 

Here Christ’s kingdom is represented 
as a feast that has been prepared. It 
was a custom of the Jews to send out 
a gentle invitation or announcement 
of their intention to make a feast, and 
later send out a second invitation 
when the feast was ready. This began 
with the call, “All things are now 
ready.” “Now is the accepted time.” 
Though one would have expected that 
they would all, with one consent, come 
to the good ' ge when they were 
kindly invited it, for who would 
have refused such an invitation, yet, 
on the contrary, they all found some 
pretense or other to avoid attendance. 
This bespeaks the general neglect of 
the Jewish nation, and the contempt 
they put on the invitation. 


The gospel feast has been in prep- 
aration from the foundation of the 
world—by the prophets, then by John 
the Baptist who was the immediate 
forerunner of Christ, and finally by our 
Lord Himself, who, when He finished 
announced that “supper is now 
ready,” and it still is ready for all who 
will accept the invitation. The Holy 
Ghost is making His call in these last 
days; the plan of salvation is complete. 

The Greek verb “excuse” means to 
be left aside; to back off. There is a 


great difference between a reason x 


an excuse. The first alleged necessi 

—he must go and see his land. Th 
second was not so much as this, only 
his own plans and purposes were of 
more importance to him than to at- 
tend the supper, so he said, “I go to 
prove them.” The third was not so 
much as other of these, but brutally as- 
serts, “I cannot”; that is, “I do not 
wish to come.” The excuses them- 
selves are threefold. The first has his 
worldly possessions to go and see; the 
second, another foolis excuse. He 
should have proved these oxen before 
he bought them. This is so unbusiness- 
like—for a man to invest money in 
something and then wait until a late 
hour to see what he has bought and 
to prove it. The third has home en- 
gagements and pleasures to satisfy. All 
are detained by worldliness. Of how 
many men in their prime does this 
man stand as a representative? Men 
are so engrossed in business or other 
pursuits of this world that they posi- 
tively do not know that God has any 
claims upon their plans. They are so 


busy in pushing forward in or mini 


scientific, literary, political or milita 

affairs, it never once occurs to them 
that there are other objects which, for 
the sake of these affairs, should be for 
a time suspended. No man should 
marry the kind of a wife that would 
keep him from accepting God’s invita- 
tion to a great feast. Such a feast 
should be an appropriate place for a 
groom to take his bride. In the first 
place, Christians should never become 
unequally yoked together with unbe- 
lievers. It is very noticeable about all 
these excuses that the one thing in 
common is the present good is es- 
teemed above the future blessedness; 
temporal good is valued higher than 
spiritual good. In fact, we may classify 
these three excuses thus: the attrac- 
tion of property of different kinds, the 
absorbent delight of possessing earth- 
ly goods; the occupation of business, 
the pleasure of increasing the store, of 
adding coin to coin, or field to field; 
the social tide, whether at home or 
abroad, whether in general society or 
in the home circle. It is possible for 
family and domestic interest to so 
completely fill the heart as to leave 


selfish aims, for the acceptance of t 
invitation to the higher walk leadin 
to the feast in heaven. 

Notice that the invitations were 
sent out to a specially selected number. 
Later, the invitation is extended far 
and wide through broad streets and 
narrow lanes, to the lowly publicans 
and the poor laborers. Those referred 


no room for the higher and more & 
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those Jews who might be called the 
publicans and sinners, the unrighteous 
who did not observe the law. The great 
Giver of the heavenly feast bids to His 
table the spiritually sick, the spirit- 
Ow needy, the despised and the out- 
cast; these should enter into the king- 
dom of God before the wise and pru- 
dent. We are not to understand that 
there are some more greatly in need 
of the gospel than others, nor are we 
to understand that the loss of the gos- 
pel is any greater in one class than an- 
her, but the poor are made rich by 

e spiritual vision of the things God 

as for them that love Him. These are 
the spiritual defects of all people out 
of Christ; with all of their worldly 
possessions they are poor; with all 
their physical perfections. they are 
lame and blind, unable to find the way 
of life, and grope in darkness. 

It is wonderful to know that there 
will always be room in the kingdom as 
long as the invitation of the gospel is 
carried to the lost world. There is a 
es at the table that can be occupied 

y you alone. This, of course, shows 
the unlimitedness of the graciousness 
of God. And after the greatest of ef- 
forts have been put forth, there is still 
room. 

Until verse 23, the parable was prov- 
ing the past and present of Israel. It 
now becomes prophetic. He speaks of 
the things to be; that is, when the 
Gentiles shall be brought in and great- 
er pressure is put on this class of out- 
siders than was tried on the favorite 
persons. Then indifferent ones were 
left to themselves. The invitation is to 

e feast in heaven, which they treat- 

apparently with so much dishonor 
nd really with such contempt. To 
them the notion of a pitying, loving 
God was quite a strange thought. 
These must be compelled, must be 
brought to Him, by the gentle force. 
The love of God is great. It requires a 
multitude of guests. It will not have 
a seat left empty: The number of the 
elect is, as it were, determined before- 
hand by the riches of divine glory, 


which is reflected through the num- 
ber of human beings accepting Him. 
Faith cannot be forced. What can do 
this — elling is the love of Christ. 
Love is that compelling, strong force 
that is more powerful than any sword. 
Love will prevail in ruling this world 
one day. 

It is sometimes a difficult thing to 
convince the sinner that the gospel 
feast is for him. He feels he is too great 
a sinner to be saved; too unworthy; his 
sins are so many and so vile; and he 
has rejected so often the overtures of 
grace that he is beyond the reach of 
mercy and pardon. He must realize the 
truth of Christ’s statement that He 
came to seek and to save that which 
was lost. He came not to call the right- 
eous but sinners to repentance. That 
abounding grace is greater than 
abounding sinfulness. He is included 
in the “whosoever” of the gospel. 


“For I say unto you, That none of 
those men which were bidden shall 
taste of « supper.” Since the “you” 
is plural, this is the languages of our 
Lord indirectly assuming that His 
hearers would see the bearing of this 
parable. It must be remembered that 
Jesus had been distinctly refused at 
Nazareth, at Jerusalem, and in Sa- 
maria and Galilee. Jesus came offering 
to men these supremely valuable 
boons: a divine Father, a kingdom of 
grace, a Christ who was the sinner’s 
friend, and a righteousness possible 
for even the most depraved; and He 
found the poopie had no appetite for 
these benefits, no eagerness to come 
to the feast which He had spread, be- 
cause with reference to all the topics 
on which He had taught, men’s minds 
were full of thoughts and beliefs of a 
wholly diverse character with which 
they were perfectly satisfied. 

The kingdom of heaven is for those 
who have need. All missions and mis- 
sionary work are set forth in this story. 
God wishes to see men happy and to 
have no vacant places at the table of 
His love.

Trichinopoly’s building was spon- 
sored by the overseer, Brother C. C. 
Rains, during his tenure of office in 
Indiana. The little building is 25 by 
50 feet and provides two rooms at the 
rear of the hall for the pastor’s living 
quarters. These dimensions sound 
small to most of you back home, but 
it meets our every need for the pres- 
ent, and we praise God that He has 
provided room for our growth and ex- 
pansion when the revival fires finally 
start burning in India. 

This is a permanent type building. 
It is constructed of brick and mortar, 
with steel reinforcements and steel 
girders supporting the terraced roof. 
The terraced roof provides an ideal 
place for open-air prayer meetings and 
also a place for visitors who desire a 
cool place for comfort and sleep. You 
are aware, I’m sure, that Indians sleep 
best on hard floors, with only a straw 
mat for a mattress. This building is 
very strategically located between the 
headquarters of the South Indian 
Railway, which is a big Anglo-Indian 
settlement, and the main residential 
sections of the city. It faces on the 
main street joining these two sections 
of Trichinopoly. 

The eople stood and offered 
nrayers for their brethren in Indiana, 
and special mention was made of our 
good friend and brother, C. C. Rains. 
It was, indeed, a blessed time of rejoic- 
ing for those worshipers on that day. 
Laid firmly into the walls, just-to the 
right of the doorway, is a stone bearing 
the names of the church, Indiana’s

former overseer, the present mission- 
ary, and the date of its construction. 
We’re sure that as long as God permits 
this pretty little church to stand, our 
faithful working people of Indiana will 
be in the minds and thoughts of the 
Church of God people in Trichinopoly, 
South India. Our pastor’s name is S. 
Devanesan, Church of God in India, 
Sangliandapuram, Trichinopoly, South 
India. Any of our friends from Indiana 
desiring to write to him and the 
church will serve to tighten the ties 
a bind in love and Christian fellow- 
ship. 

The building and group with the 
car were taken on our dedicatory day 
at the Nakinari church. This building 
had been standing for many, many 
months unfinished. The walls were 
partly up, but that seemed to be as far 
as they could go with it. Brother C.C. 
Rains had conducted a special mission 
service for us in Indiana; before we 
left home, and in that meeting enough 
money was given to complete this fine 
little church house. You really can’t 
appreciate it as you ought, due to the 
appearance of the thatched roof which 
was provided on that day to protect 
the overflow crowd from the sun. But, 
this is a very strong and durable build- 
ing. It has thick stone walls, is plas- 
tered inside, and has a nice tile floor. 
The roof is of tile and reinforced with 
concrete. This is really a jewel, set 
right down in the midst of an Indian 
village, which, if you could visit but 
once, would convince you that Indiana 
has helped to build a church in a field 


where heathenism reigns. God has 
blessed this little assembly of people, 
and their influence is reaching into 
many of the village homes. Try to call 
this work to mind when you're pray- 
ing. Even if you do not have muc 
money for missions, prayer is, indee 
a great and necessary contribution t 
the work. 

Some of you will recall having read 
about the Ala church in the Lighted 
Pathway, and seeing the picture in 
one of the former Macedonian Call 
magazines in an article by Brother 
J. H. Walker. The building was fi- 
nanced by the Y.P.E. of the Church 
of God in Wyandotte, Michigan, while 
Brother E. O. Byington was pastor- 
ing there. That enthusiastic Y.P.E. and 
pastor sent us $1,426 for their work in 
India, and no word could be adequate 
to tell the good it has accomplished. 
Due to setbacks in the first endeavor, 
we had to move to Travancore and do 
the job you see here. But, money from 
their offerings was expended to pur- 
chase the plot of land on which the 
Cuddapah church was built (watch for 
it in the Evangel and read about the 
work of Johnnie Owens in India). The 
plot in Trichinopoly was partly fi- 
nanced by Wyandotte’s offering. So 
you see, they’re reaping a harvest in 
three important fields of the Chur 
of God in India; namely, the Ta 
Field, the Telegu Field, and the Tra- 
vancore Field. Ala’s building bears a 
stone plaque that speaks out for those 
who were active in this project. You 
can judge its quality by appearance. 

The building in Kumbanadu is our 
best one. It is ultra-modern, compared 
to the types of buildings about it. It is 
35 by 60 feet, providing two rooms at 
the rear of the auditorium. The walls 
are constructed of Travancore lathrite 
stones. This type of building material 
is dug from the hard-pan of the soil, 
which is usually found four to eight 
feet below the surface. It has remained 
in the walls of some buildings for more 
than 1,300 years, and even now pre- 
sents an appearance of durability and 
much longer existence. The building 
has a permanent-type tile roof. The 
floor is concreted, and a beautiful ros- 
trum adorns the auditorium. Just to 
the left of the rostrum is a large brass 
plaque on which is inscribed the 
names of Brother Wilma H. Henry, 
former overseer of Missouri, the pres- 
ent missionary, and special mention of 
the Missouri membership and minis- 
ters, who made this project possi 

Brother Henry and those faith 
people of Missouri sent us $1,400 for 
this building. With this amount of 
money in hand, we decided to build 
on the campground and make im- 
provements that have long been nec- 
essary for our conventions. The. 
grounds are being completely renovat- 
ed. The old buildings are taken off and 


be sunk and rest rooms and ba 


replaced with new ones. Wells are i) 
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houses erected, a part of which is al- 
ready accomplished. A decorative com- 
pound wall will encircle the whole 
property when the project is com- 


eted. 
The building was dedicated on April 


“ 14, 1951. Instead of drinking toasts to 


our brethren in Missouri, we gave 
hearty thanks to God first, then the 
Missourians, and finally crowned the 
day with a “big” rice and curry feast, 
eaten from banana leaves, and all the 
“special” trimmings. More than 300 
ople took part in the services and 
e customary feast. It was, indeed, a

ship, and many praises went up to God 
for His faithfulness, and for the Mis- 
souri people who had served to make 
that day possible.

We enjoyed the services in 
the Park Shed, and although all the 
country assemblies were not able to 
attend on account of the cane ronmeng 
season, yet we had a lovely crowd o 
over 1,200 persons, and the Spirit of 
the Lord pervaded over the gathering. 
We were expecting the Rev. and Mrs. 
Luke Summers to be here on time for 
this quarterly convention, but we be- 
lieve they must have been delayed in 
St. Kitts; however, we were blessed 
in having the three greatest persons 
with us, the Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Ghost. 

We shall soon be settled down to do 
some work in our own homeland 
again, and we covet an interest in 
your prayers. Please remember to pray 
for our island overseer, Reverend J. B. 
Winter. He has the great responsibility 
to carry this good work on his heart, 
and he surely is a real, true, and 
earnest man of God. May the Lord 
bless our brethren in the U.S.A. who 
are sunvorting this cause in the mis- 
sion field—-Yours in the Master’s 
service, Cleveland A. Nurse.

There was never a preacner who was 
more possessed with a sectarian spirit 
than I. I always believed that next to 
working for God, I was only to work 
in the interest and building up of the 
church organization to which I be- 
longed. During 1937, the Spirit of God 
spoke to my spirit, and that happens 
very seldom, for I am one of the un- 
fortunate ones who have to follow 
God just through His written Word. 
He seldom speaks to me through vis- 
ions or dreams or gape or inter- 
pretations. To me, it is only what says 
the Word. I will not, nor can I forget, 
the time when God spoke to me. 

(I was doing secular work for a 
while.) As I was travelling along a 
highway, the Spirit of God arrested me 
and asked me: “If God has saved you 
from the very brink of hell and infi- 
delity, called you, given you a minis- 
try, are you now to do secular work?” 
Before I knew where I was, tears were 
streaming down my face. I stopped my 
car along the roadside, ran into the 
bushes and prayed with strong crying 
and tears unto Him who was able to 
save me. I asked God for forgiveness 
that I had failed Him, and reconse- 
crated my life to Him. Within a week 
He had me out of the mess I had land- 
ed myself in, and I started out pro- 
claiming the old truths of God again 
as He had given it to me in 1918. 

During 1939, the Lord again spoke 
to me, this time to work for Perte- 
costal unity among the Pentecostal 
churches of like precious faith.

resented by scores who thought I was 
going to start a new church under the 
cloak of unity, but time convinced 
them of my sincerity. Yet I knew that 
God had spoken to me; that it was 
His expressed desire for His Holy 
Ghost-filled people to be together, for 
we read in John 11:51,52, “And this 
spake he not of himself; but being 
high priest that year, he prophesied 
that Jesus should die for that nation; 
and not for that nation only, but that 
also he should gather together in one 
the children of God that were scat- 
tered abroad.” 

It is clear from this passage of 
Scripture that Jesus died: 

1. For the sins of the people. 

2. To gather together in one the 
children that were scattered; i.ee., 
UNITY. 

If we claim that we are preaching 
the full-gospel message, we have to 
preach: 

1. Salvation through the blood of 
Christ. 

2. Unity among God’s children. 

3. Healing for the sick. 

Please read carefully pow 4:1-4: “I 
therefore, the prisoner of the Lord, be- 
seech you that ye walk worthy of the 
vocation wherewith ye are called, with 
all lowliness and meekness, with long- 
suffering, forbearing one another in 
love; endeavouring to keep the unity 
of the Spirit in the bond of peace. 
There is one body, and one Spirit, even 
as ye are called in one hope of your 
calling.’ You will find the truth of this 
message; we have the invisible and 
the visible Church. Every child of God 
who has the experience of the new 
birth is a member of the invisible 
church. To belong to the invisible 
church means to belong to God’s called 
or to the true worshipers, those whose 
names may not appear in the records 
of the visible church, but whose names 
are written in the heavenly records, in 
the Lamb’s book of life. Heb. 12:22, 23, 
“But ye are come unto Mount Sion, 
and unto the city of the living God, the 
heavenly Jerusalem, and to an innum- 
erable company of angels, to the gen- 
eral assembly and church of the first- 
born, which are written in heaven, and 
to God the judge of all, and to the 
spirits of just men made perfect.” It 
is then to this church that the apostle 
Paul refers in Eph. 5:27. “That he 
might present it to himself a glorious 
church, not having spot or wrinkle, or 
any such thing, but that it should be 
holy and without blemish.” 

This invisible church is the one and 
only true church constituted, or made 
up, out of true Christians, being. the 
body of Christ. This is then the bride 
of Christ, the household of God, the 
family of God, the building of God, 


the church of the firstborn, and in® 


is the only holy church and the on 
church where you will find unanimity. 
This invisible church is built upon the 
foundation of the apostles and proph- 
ets of which Christ is the chief Corner- 
stone. 

Every minister of the gospel should 
work for the perfection of this church. 
We should not be competitors, striv- 
ing to see who can get the greatest 
following, but we must be servants and 
workmen of God. God giveth the in- 
crease. 1 Cor. 3:5, “Who then is Paul, 
and who is Apollos, but ministers by 
whom ye believed, even as the Lord 
gave to every man?” For this is the 
church that will endure unto the end, 
and against whom the gates of hell 
shall not prevail. It is only the mem- 
bers of this church who will hear from 
their Master: “Well done; come and 


inherit the kingdom.” It is most essen-. 


tial that I make sure I am a member 
of this church. 

Yet, we know that the Scripture very 
plainly refers to a visible church, the 
ecclesia, the called-out, to uphold t 
honor of God and to save the offende 
What can we then expect of this vis- 
ible church? In the first place, we 
cannot expect uniformity but unity. 
We cannot expect to have a church 
whose members are like a packet of 
matches. If you see one match, you 
know how the rest will look. Yet, we 
can expect a church which I will liken 
to a tree. The leaf differs from the 
twig and the twig from the branch, 
and the branch from the trunk, yet it 
constitutes a complete unit—one per- 
fect tree. We, therefore, cannot expect 
uniformity in the visible church but 
unity, for even in the early Church 
they never had uniformity. They had 
some who advocated circumcision as 
in Jerusalem, yet the Pauline church 
opposed circumcision. Paul says: “Cir- 
cumcision is nothing, and uncircum- 
cision is nothing.” In Acts 15:29, they 
were taught not to eat meats offered 
to idols: “That ye abstain from meats 
offered to idols, and from blood and 
from things strangled, and from forni- 
cation; from which, if ye keep your- 
selves, ye shall do well.” 

Paul again says the idol is nothin 
and the sacrifice is nothing. 

Rom. 14:5, “One man esteemeth o 
day above another; another esteemet 
every day alike.” 

_In Ephesus, the church was ruled by 
bishops; in Rome, by elders; in Philip- 
pi, the women held prominent posi- 


tions in the church; in Corinth, Paul .

them from the church. In Matt. 13:30, 
we are taught that the wheat and the 
weeds had to grow together. In Mat- 
thew 25, you find the wise and the 
foolish virgins together. Among the 
first twelve you find a Judas. Among 
the first disciples you had an Ananias 
and a Sapphira. In the church at Phil- 
a were enemies of the cross. Yet, 
they did not split up into different 
factions. As Christ is one, so should 
His body (the church) be one. We 
learn two lessons: 

1. To watch against those who teach 
hat we must have — uniformity. 

2. To watch that we should never 
be discouraged, if we do not find a 
perfect church on earth. 

It is, therefore, wrong of us not to 
fellowship with other Pentecostal 
movements. Yet, we know that it is 
God’s will that, as there is an invisible 
church, so there must also be a visible 
church: 

I. To preserve His truth. 1 Tim. 3: 
15, “And that from a child thou hast 
known the holy scriptures.” The Lord 
knew that man will be apt to forget 
and that His truth must be handed 
down from generation to generation; 
therefore, He called the visible church. 
Just as nature provides a pod to pro- 
tect the corn in the ear against the 
cold and frosts, in like manner the 
church, being the pod, must protect 
the truths against the onslaughts of 
the wind of hell through all the gen- 
erations. The church, therefore, has 
a great responsibility; i.e.: 

1. The protection and the spread- 
ng of the truth. 

2. Through the church, the world 
must be reproved of sin. John 16:8, 
“And when he is come, he will reprove 
the world of sin, and of righteousness, 
and of judgment.” The church must 
take the Pentecostal message to all 
the world. 

3. The church must perfect and 
edify the saints. Eph. 4:12, 13, “For the 
perfecting of the saints, for the work 
of the ministry, for the edifying of the 
body of Christ; till we all come in the 
unity of the faith, and-of the knowl- 
edge of the Son of God, unto a per- 
fect man, unto the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ.” 


You can now see that God never in- 
tended us to labor separately from 
each other, or that everyone must go 
his own way, just with the Bible in 
his hand. He welded His children to- 
gether, to be one body on earth, that 
this one and strong and fully equipped 
body could be able to spread His glori- 
ous truth from generation to genera- 
tion, from land to land, from nation 
to nation. By being united, He sends 
us to the world to spread the gospel, 
to strengthen each other, to bear the 
burdens of each other. 

There are three characteristics 
whereby we know the church; viz., one 
Lord, one faith, and one baptism. 

One Lord: Every member of the vis- 
ible church must know Christ as his 
own personal Saviour. 

One Faith: Every member of the 
visible church must accept the Word 
of God as a whole for the foundation 
of their faith. 

One Baptism: Every member of the 
visible church must be baptized to 
walk in newness of life. 

In the visible church, we should 
have no ordinances that are conflict- 
ing with the Word of God. We may 
have ordinances, precepts, or regula- 
tions, but no salvation should be at- 
tached to them. The only authority 
should be the Word of God. The Scrip- 
ture does not say that we must sit 
round a table or kneel or stand when 
we partake of the holy Communion. 
One church may say, sit; the other, 
kneel; the other, stand; yet, we should 
not condemn each other. Even when 
we pray, the Bible does not say wheth- 
er we have to kneel or sit or stand. No 
salvation should be attached to cus- 
toms. We must esteem each other more 
highly than ourselves. We must pur- 
pose to protect the truth, to spread 
the truth, to reprove the world, to save 
the lost. Separately and collectively, 
we should be perfected, perfected for 
service in the service of our Master, 
that His power, His virtues, His love, 
may be revealed through us. We must 
give each other the right hand of fel- 
lowship, stand together, labor together, 
to execute the Commission entrusted 
to us: “Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel.” 








Preaching, Tithing, and Self-support on

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supnort.” Incidentally, he translated 
the Minutes into French and conduct- 
ed special conferences over the vari- 
ous districts, in which he taught the 
ministers and active laymen of the 
Church the benefits of tithing and 
self-support. 

He cites as an example: “A few 
ytd ago the Missions Board spent 

,000 on a tabernacle for the Cayes 
District, at which time the Cayes-Dis- 
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trict contributed $100. Recently, on 
the Petit Goave District, for the large 
district tabernacle costing about 
$7,000.00, the people of Petit Goave 
have given $2,000. At Cayes I present- 
ed the people with the proposition 
that we needed about $350 to build a 
second — on the Cayes_ school 
building so that we could let Brother 
Deshommes live in the school and 
move the school into the back of the 
tabernacle. The people gave an offer- 
ing of $113 in’one service. What a 
glorious day that was! 

“IT returned to Haiti with the inten- 
tion of doing something about the 
large number of nonbaptized believers. 


On arriving, I found Brother Lacombe 
very busy on his district encouraging 
marriages. I went with him to his 
churches. We talked to the coup- 
les in the church that were 
living together unmarried, and 
inquired as to the earliest date 
they could be married. Other require- 
ments being completed resulted in a 
mass marriage ceremony with 49 
couples getting married, and there 
were 201 persons baptized in water. 
This brings the membership consid- 
erably over the 6,000 mark.” 


Rev. James B. Reesor’s visit to Haiti 
brought good news of salvation to the 
people of Haiti, and many of them 
were healed and converted. Herbert, 
Jr., states: “At last it seems thatI 
am beginning to understand what it 
means to be a Christian....It is a 
joy for me to be a Christian. This 
continual joy that I now feel is some- 
thing that I never had before, except 
in spurts and only for short periods 
of time. Now, instead of being 
ashamed of the gospel, I want. to 
tell others about this great joy and 
how they should seek for it. I am 
beginning to believe the promises of 
God, and I believe that He is pre- 
paring me for a spiritual work here 
in Haiti. I am not wearing glasses 
any more, for God has healed my eyes. 
I am thankful for a joy and vision 
that before I never believed existed. 
I am beginning to understand what 
Paul meant in Gal. 2:20. ‘I am cruci- 
fied with Christ, nevertheless I live, 
yet not I but Christ liveth in me....’ 
The victorious message is what these 
Haitians need, and I plan to try my 
best to a them receive it. If I 
accomplish the schedule I have out- 
lined for the next two months, I will 
have done as much in these three 
months we’ve returned as I did in any 
six-month period we have spent here.” 

He adds: “We couldn’t have hoped 
for a better reception than we have 
received.” These statements are ex- 
cerpts from Herbert’s letter of Feb- 
ruary 19. God is blessing in Haiti. We 
covet your continued prayers for them.

Our Goal tu South rbfnica 


Our goal—not our gold—in South 
Africa. However, in the language of 
the Ole 49’ers (Western U.S.), “Thar’s 
plenty o’. gold in them thar hills.” I 
saw more gold mines there than coal 
mines in Kentucky. Frankly, the 
world’s greatest supply of gold comes 
from South Africa, there around 
Johannesburg, but like the oil industry 
of America, it is not under the control 
of the church. 

Our goal is the salvation of as many 
souls as possible of the 270 tribes in 
Africa who have never heard the gos- 
pel of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ. Among the 72 tribes in the 
western part of South Africa, many 
tribes are still waiting to hear the old, 
old story for the first time. 

Our purpose is to reach the largest 
number of unevangelized tribes in the 
quickest time with the most effective 
means as economically as we can in 
order to push ever onward, for mis- 
sions today is our greatest challenging 
opportunity, our ever-increasing ex- 
panding responsibility. 

In South Africa there are distinct 
racial views, but in spite of the feel- 
ings between the Africans, the British, 
the Asiatics (Indians, principally) and 
the mixed race (the colored), there is 
being mustered a renewed enthusias- 
tic group of determined true-blue, 
really God-called missionaries and 
ministers who do not have to cross 
oceans to find the unreached tribes. 
No, it is not even necessary to cross the 
border; only go across the street, or 
in many cases they are to be found 
in their own back yards, for nearly all 
have servants. 

For us to send missionaries into 
areas like this where the full gospel 
is established perhaps would be con- 
strued as being in competition. At 
least, it would be a long-drawn-out 
expensive process; but with the recent 
amalgamation of the Full Gospel 
Church with the Church of God, the 
Full Gospel Church of God already has 
a splendid approach through hundreds

of nationals with years of experience 
to guide new missionaries entering the 
field, and the influence and support 
of a reputable church, with capable 
district leaders to guide, assist and 
support the great mission program. 
Our goal did not stop with the amal- 
gamation. It only began there. An ex- 
tensive survey of the entire field is 
being made by the duly appointed and 
empowered Mission Board there. Ways 
and means of extending the borders 
are under consideration. Government 
officials in certain countries otherwise 
indifferent, and some even refusing 
evangelistic groups to enter, have, 
through the proved methods of Mis- 
sionary du Plooy, received our mis- 
sionaries and recommended the meth- 
od to teach and train the nationals. 
In going by auto all the way through 
the Belgian Congo, where we met 
many missionaries of the various 
churches, observing the work being 
done by them, we came to the City of 
Salisbury in Southern Rhodesia. There 
we met the white Government official 
who was in charge of all the natives 
(negro). We discussed the problems 
that present themselves in helping the 
nationals. This official said, in sub- 
stance, “I’ve been accused of being 
partial toward the work done by Mis- 
sionary du Plooy and Marie Maboka, 
but their method works. Many of the 
other missionaries for years have tried 
to save the homes by converting the 
young men and training them, but we 
find too many of these young men 
marry heathen girls, and these young 
heathen mothers teach their children 
to worship idols and take them to 
the witch doctor who instructs them 
in devil worship, so that some of the 
national ministers’ homes become a 
reproach. But Mr. du Plooy takes the 
girls, gets them genuinely converted, 
and teaches them the gospel until they 
in turn teach their own children, and 
thus we have established a truly Chris- 
tian home. I must admit I do favor 
their work. I do all I can to help 


them.” He added, “I heard that the 
Church was going to ordain Marie Ma- 
boka at this annual camp meeting. 


That will be the first on record, “eo id 


she is surely a worthy person.” 

It is gratifying to note that the 
brother of the king of Nyasaland, who 
is an heir to the throne, chose the 
ministry with us instead of the throne, 
ba today he has a very fruitful min- 
stry. 

Our Brother Rowlands at Durban 
has by far the largest and best work 
among the Indians (immigrants from 
India) of any other Christian church 
group. God has given them many souls. 
There have been some outstanding 
miracles among them. 

It was a blessed privilege Brother 
Chesser and I had of visiting a num- 
ber of the churches. Among the larg- 
est (if not the largest) was the large 
tabernacle in Durban, where Reverend 
Wooderson is pastor. That church is 
doing a _—— mission work. Not 
only are they sending out and sup- 
— missionaries, but several bands 
are going out each week winning souls 
for God, and have already established 
several mission stations, some of which 
are now good churches. While the 
smaller churches alone cannot do suc 
a great mission work as the Durban 
Tabernacle, they can, by working to- 
gether with each other, send forth a 
large number of missionaries, thus 
obeying the Christian’s clarion call, 
the Great Commission, “Go ye into all 
the world and preach the gospel to 
every creature.” 

Through the Pentecostal Bible Insti- 
tute at Florida (headquarters, near 
Johannesburg), we plan to train splen- 
did you 
field with competent ministers and 
missionaries, who will strengthen their 
home churches whose membership 
now is more than 15,000, and among 
missions perhaps 15,000 or 20,000. Pray 
that God will send forth laborers into 
His harvest, and that we may success- 
fully reach our goal.

@ @ Approved by Parliaments, Key to 
Unlock Closed Doors 


The doors to practical education 
among the native peoples of Africa 
( have never been opened in many sec- 
tions of the country. Industrial and 
agricultural school work is not cov- 
ered in the ordinary schools, but with 
the industrial and agricultural school 
syllabus beamed at training the na- 
tives to live in their tribal areas and 
improve their own living conditions 
gives an entrance to the territory 
where these pe are taught the gos- 
pel of the Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ and are converted to true Chris- 
tianity and given a new sphere of life 
entirely. This key—the syllabus—un- 
locks the otherwise closed doors to 
groups doing only evangelistic work, 
and not only improves their native liv- 
ing conditions but makes possible the 
sending of the glorious light of the 

gospel to those in utter darkness. 
Marie Maboka, who in childhood 
was given of her parents to the wor- 
| ship of the devil, was named for one 
of the demons, and as she grew up 
she was respected and reverenced by 
old and young alike as having the 
| power of the gods with her. She, with 
- ( many others, was rigorously trained 
‘| in the girls’ school in the worship of 
the devil. They were required to sit 
in one position for a week; in the win- 
ter time bathe in cold water and sit 
in the water for many hours, then not 
allowed to have any fire or any 
warmth whatsoever. They all were 
forced to worship at the old big tree. 
At times they were commanded to 
place their hands behind the back of 
their necks and crawl like a serpent 
all the way to the river in worship 
to their gods. One day the young lady, 
Marie, met a missionary who told her 
the old, old story of Jesus’ love, which 
gripped her heart. She, after much 
difficulty, denounced Satan and all of 
his demons and pled with the Chris- 
tians to pray for her deliverance from 
this school. The old witch doctor tried 
to give her poisoned medicine, which 
she refused. They threatened her in 
many ways, but Marie wanted the love 
of God in her heart, and, through the 
aw of the people, she was deliv- 

ered. 

4 Marie found the way of love much 
easier than the way of worshiping Sa- 
tan. Therefore, she decided she would 
begin a school that would train other 
girls, and she would not make this 

school nearly so hard as what she had 
endured through her training. She, 
under the guidance of Brother W. A. 
du Plooy, worked out the _ syllabus, 
with subjects that give instructions 
which these young girls and boys can 
apply easily in improving conditions 
at home. They instruct the girls in the 
art of making things of clay—useful 
pots, a urines, and, through the prop- 
er moths ods of burning and prepara- 
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tion, they turn out very nice work. 
They teach tanning, placing the 
leather in big clay pots, using the 
bark of the trees for tanning the 
leather, and, with the local alum and 
salt, curing furs. All of this, with their 
stamping, is done with tools made by 
the natives themselves. They are 
taught weaving. Special looms were 
constructed for the pupils in the most 
simple way. Articles of many kinds, 
including blankets, mats, and rugs 
were made. This particular loom they 
have made takes about one-tenth the 
time to set up as it would one of the 
European hand looms doing a simi- 
lar work. They teach spinning, using 
an old —— wheel for the spinning 
wheel, with quite a different spindle 
from that used in India or South 


America, with which they spin the’ 


finest wool, as well as the local fibres. 
They teach homecraft or home eco- 
nomics, also. The future mothers are 
taught to prepare clean, healthy, bal- 
anced diets for their families. Most of 
the utensils used are made by the pu- 
pils out of clay. In this way they can 
come to higher standards without in- 
curring a lot of expense, thus improv- 
ing the native home. 

They are taught needlework, which 
is of the most practical use to them in 
making articles useful to themselves 
and the children. This, of course, in- 
cludes knitting and crocheting. They 
are taught to do a beautiful bead- 
work, which is a very near lost art to- 
day. This beadwork is not only beau- 
tiful but is also saleable merchandise. 
They are “ao agriculture, both boys 
and girls. Especially are the girls 
taught agriculture because the African 
woman has for centuries been the till- 
er of the land. The boys are taught ag- 
riculture, carpentry, building, and 
motor repairing. 

This complete syllabus of practical 
industrial and agricultural school 
wOrk was approved by Parliament in 
the Union of South Africa, in Southern 
Rhodesia, in Northern Rhodesia, and 
we hope soon in Nyasaland. It not only 
unlocks the doors of practical solu- 
tion of ancient tribal problems of bet- 
ter living; it opens the doors to get 
the gospel into areas otherwise closed 
to evangelistic approach. Too many 
times in the past natives have been 
sent away to various big schools and 
taught modern methods of farming, 
but when they returned to their vil- 
lage they had nothing with which to 
work; consequently, all their training 
was practically useless. But in train- 
ing the nationals to fit right in with 
their tribal customs, improve the con- 
ditions in their daily life, and give 
them the gospel of the Lord Jesus 
Christ that changes their entire out- 
look on life, we establish good Chris- 
tian homes, improve whole communi- 


ties which challenges other com- 
munities, until there is no end to this 
work. Already calls are coming from 
many places for this tried and proved 
method of Levubye and Matibi mis- 
sion schools which have been approved 
by the Government. In some cases the 
Government has assisted in the erect- 
ing of the school buildings and making 
roads out to the missions. At this time 
we have a number of graduates who 
are ready to move out and establish 
more training centers, thus spreading 
the gospel from tribe to tribe through- 
out Africa.—J. H. Walker, Sr.

In an article written by James B. 
Brathwaite concerning the “New Tes- 
tament Church of God” in Barbados, 
the name under which the Church of 
God operates in Barbados, he gives the 
history of the New Testament Church 
of God in Barbados as well as the 
Church of God in America. He high- 
lights the James B. Reesor evangelis- 
tic campaign recently conducted there. 

The Reesor revival is far-reaching 
in its effect. Many hundreds of people 
were saved and numbers miraculously 
healed. Brother Winter states, ‘“Here- 
tofore I have gone to the newspapers 
to put in some information about our 
church, and, although the articles 
were received, we never saw them ap- 
pear in the columns of the paper; but 
since Brother Reesor’s revival, this 
town and country has been stirred. 
Now the papers are eager to get in- 
formation, and even come soliciting 
facts concerning our work.” The New 
Testament Church of God is the name 
of our organization in Barbados, which, 
of course, is a part of our General As- 


sembly. Our official status of incor- 
poration was effected December 30, 
1940, but as early as 1936 Brother J. H. 
Ingram went to Barbados on a mis- 
sionary tour of the West Indies and 
there met the Rev. J. H. Marshall and 
Rev. C. N. Ford, who were Pentecostal 
brethren and pastors there in the vil- 
lage of Eckstein and at River Road. 
These men came with us, and from 
that small beginning the work has 
grown through these years and spread 
out over the eleven parishes now with 
33 organized assemblies and a mem- 
bership just over 2,000 persons. 

These brethren in Barbados caught 
a missionary vision beyond that of 
their own island, and have taken the 
gospel to St. Vincent, St. Lucia, Do- 
—. St. Kitts, Nevis, and St. Mar- 

ns. 

THE GREAT REVIVAL: The recent 
revival and outpouring of the Spirit, 
which accompanied Brother J. B. Ree- 
sor’s campaign in Barbados, has cre- 
ated such an interest and so many 
more people coming in that Brother 
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J. B. Winter, Overseer of Barbados

assistance there. Recently the Missions 
Board decided that Rev. and Mrs. L. R. 
Summers, missionaries to the Virgin 
Islands, should be transferred there 
to assist in this great work. Rev. Sixto 
Molina and his wife, both graduates 
of Lee College and ministers, have 
gone to the Virgin Islands to succeed 
Rev. and Mrs. Summers. Incidentally, 
the churches in the Virgin Islands are 
bilingual, Spanish and English. Broth- 
er Sixto Molina is from Puerto Rico; 
his native language is Spanish. His 
wife, the former Lola Mae Roberson, 
of Dallas, Texas, is also a minister, so 
that they make an ideal couple for 
this island, and we bespeak for them 
great success in the Virgin Islands. 
Rev. and Mrs. L. R. Summers will soon 
be resuming their new duties in Bar- 
bados, assisting the overseer, Rev. 
J. B. Winter. 

Pray that the “faith the Barbadians 
live by” fails not and that they may 
show us their continued faith by their 
works and that an outstanding work 
will continue to be done throughout 
this area.—J. H. Walker, Sr.
